WASUINGTOK, June 17.—The seventh 


statistical report of the Interstate 
Commerce commission has just been 
submitted. It covers the fiscal year 
1894, 
and completes the preliminary 


statistics published last 
December. 


The first part of the report covers the 
last four months of the Columbian ex- 
position, during which time there was 
an increased passenger traffic. 
The 


second part covers a period of wide- 
spread business depression. The third, 
comraenchig June 30, 1894, when 192 
roads, operating upwards of 47.000 
miles of line, and representing- about 
one-fourth of the total railway capi- 
talization, were in the hands of receiv- 
ers. The effect of these conditions is 
apparent in nearly all of the figures 
presented. 


The tolal railway mileage in the 


United States was 17S,70h, an increase 
during the year of 2,247 miles. The 
increase during the previous year was 
4,81)7.

of 3l)0.°0 miles, 


Florida 1)34, North Dakota ISli, Ohio

The total amount of reported rail- 


way capital on June 30, J894, was 310,- 
798,473,813, an increase of 3290,258,403. 


The gross earnings of the railways 


for the year show a decrease of $147,- 
390,077, or 32 per cent. 


One thousand eight hundred and 


twenty-three railway employes were 
killed-during the year, and 23,423 were 
injured, as compared with 2,727 killed 
and 31,729 injured in 1893.

The yacht had meanwhile drifted 
away, and Mr. Kerr sank out of sight 
as his boy was rescued.

and witnessed the sad accident.

from under the old hen's wings ready to 
be fried, to a big brood of incubator 
chicks. She said that the class to-day I 
look just like incubator chickens with 
their new fluffs and feathers. 


Professor Sheppard responded in the 


interest of tho schools of to-day, and 
presented many new thoughts on school 
matters. Ho said the college of yester- 
day was the high school of to day. He 
spoke ->f the improvements in courses of 
study and of the better way in which 
they are taught; of the course being a 
means and not an end, and that the ac- 
quiring of knowledge has for its real 
end the development of character. He 
urged on the minds of the graduates the 
factfthat life is not simply dollars and 
cents, and that they should have broad 
sympathies and high aspirations. In 
closing his remarks he made a pretty 
comparison, telling of the G. A. R. and 
taying a high tribute to the old sotdier 
ie said: "To-day you are composing an 
other great army, and you must remem 
ber that peace has iU battles aa well as 
war; have the highest aim in Kte, be 
true to yourself and the old schoof.''

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The seventh 


statistical report of the Interstate 
Commerce commission has just been 
submitted. 
It covers the fiscal year 


1894, 
and completes the preliminary 


statistics published last December. 
The first part of the report covers the 
last four months of the Columbian ex- 
position, during which time there was 
an increased passenger traffic. 
The 


second part covers a period of wide- 
spread business depression. 
Til's third, 


commencing- June 3D, 1894, when 193 
roads, operating upwards of 43.000 
miles of line, and representing about 
one-fourth of the total railway capi- 
talization, were in the hands of receiv- 
ers. The effect of these conditions is 
apparent in nearly all of the figures 
presented.

United States was 178,708. an increase 
during the year of 2,247 miles.

Mr ei.' S. Dreyer, retiring president of 


the Bankers' Association of the state of 
Illinois, who was instrumental in secur- 
ing the enactment of these two statutes 
said: "I am rather proud of having got 
these two bills through during my term 
as president, for they have been up for 
three years past. 
There was compara- 
tively little opposition to 
the doing 


away with days of grace, as no one but 
tho bankers are ever gamers by them. 
They have been abandoned m .New 
York, Virginia and WUcon sin, and bills 
similar to the one just passed by our 
legislature are up before the legislature 
of many of tho other states. 
"The bill making the indorser equally 


liable with the maker of a note met with 
strong opposition from the representa- 
tives of the agricultural portions of the 
state 
They explained that they often 


indorsed a fiote as an accommodation for 
a friend, never expecting to be called 
upon to pay it, and under the assurance 
that payment could not be demanded of 
them until every effort to collect from 
the maker had failed.

The custom of wearing black for de- 


ceased relatives is not a very old one, 
belonging to the reign of Edward III. 
of England, when only the nobility 
were permitted to employ it, and they 
wore immense gowns and black mantles 
lined with ermine and with yellow bor- 


clcn,_yellow being tho .color of Egyp- 
tian mourning, derived from tho chang- 
ing leaf at the death of the year. There 
were statutes in England which forbade 
garments cut in fantastic or odd shapes, 
and the confiscation of the garment 
-,vas the penalty of disobedience. The 
Chinese wear white for mourning, that 
being to them the color of hope. It will 
be recalled by the reader of history that 
Mary Stuart, queen of Soots, was called 
the "White Queen" because she wore 
white when the widow of Lord Darn- 
Icy. 
She has also given her name to a 


bonnet that is a favorite design with 
widows, and always in reason. 


There is a tendency in America to do 


away with the wearing of black, but 
the now est edict of the doctors is that 
the putting on of mourning is a sani- 
tary blessing, inasmuch as it takes tho 
thoughts of the bei caved from tho 
gloom and sorrow of dt-ath, and gives 
them a chance for reaction, a healthy 
impulse in the direction of life and self. 


In Australia and New Zealand, there 


Is a peculiar custom of those who, in 
obedience to the wish of friends who 
are gone, do not .idopt a mourning 
habit.
